12 weeks for a fractured ankle 
to become firm enough to per- 
mit weight bearing.

For this reason, a brace or an 
elastic bandage, applied from 
the toes to the knee, should 
be worn daily for six to eight 
months, starting when the 
cast is removed.

Court decision last year barring 
such identifications If the eye- 
witness first had identified the 
defendant at a police line-up 
when the suspect did not have a 
lawyer,
